MR. PARNELL’S MANIFESTO TO THE IRISH 
PEOPLE OF AMERICA. 


He Defends His Position and Outlines 
His Great Task. 


THE INTERFERENCE OF ENGLISH POLI- 
TICIANS AND MALCONTENTS. 


A Great Fete at Munich—Churchill’s Trip to 
America—More Trouble in Samoa—The 
Jews in Russia A Financial Panic in 
Paris Averted—Aftairs in Hayti—Severe

Lorpon, March 13.—Mr. Parnell made pub- 
lic his long-expected manifesto to-day, The 
full text of the aocument follows: 

- House or Commons, Friday, March 18. 

To the Irish People of America: 

FELLOW COUNTRYMEN—In 1880 and subse- 

quent years you assisted werfully by 

your influence upon Ameri public opinion 
and with your generous financial support to 
create the great movement of the 
Land League. Without your aid, s0 
freely given and so constantly maintained, 
Ireland could not for one moment have made 
head against her Oppressor. Still less could 
she have attained the singular position of 
power and the promise of success which she 
has occupied during the last five years. 
At the instant when victory seemed 
near and certain, the tyand meddlesome 
interferences of En politicians in the 
complervorganisation of our party, aided by 
a sudden movement among some young law 
students, eagerly seconded by a few mal- 
contents, office-seekefs and envi persons 
who crept into our ranks, temporarily 
destyoyed the unity ot our forces and sapped 
the fndependence of many Irish representa- 
tives. 


PARNELL’S TASK. 

It now,becomes my task to restore this 
unity and reconstruct our movement, lop- 
ping off all unsound materials, tak- 
ing effectual precautions against the 
admission. in the future into our 
army of any weak, treacherous, self-seeking 
elements. Fortune has unveiled this danger 
and given space for this reconstruction 
before the general elections, and the disclos- 
ure has brought about a realization of 
theinefficiency of Mr. Gladstone’s proposed 
solution of the situation to secure legitimate 
liberty, happiness and prosperity of your 
brothers and sisters in Ireland. This dis- 
closure was timely and all important. 
The delegates, who, at my request, 
are now crossing the ocean 
your shores, are well qualified with expe- 
rience, ability and patriotism to fully explain 
and defend my position, which all that is 
sound, courageous and reliable at home 
have assumed with me at this crisis. I 
commend them to your hospitality and 
am confideat that you will extend to them the 
most favorable reception and hearing. They 
are each and all well tried soldiers who have 
constantly distinguished themselves in 
our war against “toercion and British 
misrule; who, despite intimidation and in- 
— of the most unscrupulous and far- 
reaching character, have bravély defended 
me during these dark and trying moments. 

With a. confidence greater than in 1880, I 
appeal to you once more to assist me 
in quelling this mutiny and disloyalty to 
Ireland, to help me in securinga really inde- 
pendent parllamentary party, so that we 
can make one more, even though it be our 
very last, effort to win freedom and pros- 
perity for our nation by constitutional means,

Churchill’s African Trip. 

Loxpox, March 13.—Lord Randolph Church- 
fll will start for Africa in April. He is just 
giving his leisure moments to reading upon 
the books that might throwa light on the 
mysterious ruins of Marshonaland, discov- 
ered by the South African Co.’s expedition. 
His Lordship also intends to paya visit to 
King Lobengula ofthe Matabeles, and to as- 
sure that monarch, séemi-officially, of the 
good intentions of Great Britain. His Lord - 
ship will be absent about eight months, Lady 
Churchill remaining in England. 

FRENCH INFLUENCES IN UGANDA. 

French influences are said to be at the bot- 
tom of hostility to British protection in 
Uganda. Late advices from the Protestant 
missionaries there state that the French Cath- 
olle missionaries have complete control of the 
situation and have taught the people that 
they ought to resist any attempt to impose 
British rule. The situation isa perplexing 
one for the British Foreign Office, as there is 
no Parliamentary support worth speaking of 
to sustain an effort to subdue Uganda, and 
any such attempt would evoke a powerful 
protest. It is probable, therefore, that noth- 
ing will be done, leaving it for the British in 
South Africa to assert their claims when re- 
quested by missionaries. 

LIBERALS DISCONTENTED. 

Loxwpon, March 18.—Discontent is growing 
among the English Liberals with the with- 
drawal from Parliament of a number of Irish 
members who have given up their seats to 
engage in the Parnell-McCarthy controversy. 
The consequence of this desertion is that the 
Government secures much larger majorities 
on divisions than it otherwise would, and 
thereby maintains an appearance of strength 
before the country. The situation is deeply 
felt by Mr. Gladstone, who has, it is stated, 
expressed himself very plainly on the subject 
to Mr. Morley and others, and some promi- 
nent Liberals’ have declared it cannot fail to 
weaken the attachment of the English Lib- 
erals to the cause of home rule. 

BANK OF ENGLAND MEETING. 

Lonpon, March 13.—At the semi-annual 
meeting of the Bank of England yesterday a 
dividend of 5% per cent was declared. Prog- 
ress in the Baring Bros. matter wag reported. 
The debts to the public have been requced 
March 1 to 28, 600, 000 and, despite the fallin 
south American securities, there was appar- 
ently a sufficient surplus to protect the 


guarantors.

MADRID, March 13.—Severe storms and 
floods have been experienced throughout the 
provinces, andat Plazencia, in the province 
of Caceres, a cyclone has done enormous 
damage.

THE RAILWAY TRAIN TRAGEDY. 

MADRID, March 18.—Tnhe woman found mur- 
dered in a railway train at Seville Wednesday 
was a French dressmaker. The post-mortem 
examination showed that she had been re- 
peatedly stabbed withaknife and that her 
throat had been cut. The assassins were sur- 
prised at their work by the stoppage of the 
train and jumped out, dropping some bank 
notes and gold, which were afterward found 
covered with blood. Three men have been 
arrested on suspicion of being the murder- 
ers. 

A DESPERATE ROBBER. 

Last eveningarobber entered a first-class 
carriage on a train at Saragossa and with a 
Knife stabbed one of the passengers, the In- 
spector-General of Telegraphs. The latter 
overpowered the assassin and threw him off 
the train. The man was afterward captured 
in a dying condition. 


The Storm in England. 


LONDON, March 13.—The steamship which 
was wrecked off Start Point,near Dartmouth, 
on Monday last during the se- 
vere gale which swept over the 
southern part of England was the Mirama 
of Liverpool. When the steamer struck 
upon the reef off the point, the crew took to 
the boats in an effort to reach the shore, 
though the heavy sea prevailingand the huge 
breakers rolling upon the coast made such an 
attempt one of pure desperation. One of 
the boats containing the steamer’s officers 
was struck by a heavy sea and foundered and 

the officers were drowned. The second 
boat containing the sailors and firemen cap- 
sized twice and twice righted herself. Each 
time she went over a number of men were 
drowned, while others succeeded in ré-enter- 
ing the boat, which was almost entirely filled 
with water, but kept afloat by reason of water- 
tight compartments. Eventually four Swedish 
seamen Managed to réach the shore, but one 
of them died from exhaustion soon after 
being hauled out of the surf. The three sur- 
vivors were terribly battered by the heavy 
sirf and were half dead when they were 
pulled out of the water. 


A Great Fete at Munich. 


BERLIN, March 13.—The 70th birthday of Re- 
gent Luitpold was celebrated at Munich with 
great enthusiasm on Thursday. The Regent 
received congratulations from the Emperor 
William, the Emperor Francis Joseph and 
other European sovereigns. The plan to de- 
pose the insane King Otto and make Luitpold, 
who is heir apparent, the King of Bavaria, 
was not carried out, owing, it is stated, to 
the disapproval of the Kaiser, who did not 
view with favor the suggestion to interfere 
with the regular tenure of the crown, even in 
the case of an insane monarch. The people, 
however, showed their esteem for Luitpold 
by making the day one of feast and general 
rejoicing. King Otto’s health is reported to 
be failing and it is said that but for careful 
watching he would probably end his life like 
his brother Louis, the late King. 


The Jews in Russia. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 18.—The Holy Synod 
of the Russian Church has issued an order 
that all converted Jews shall attend public 
worship of the orthodox faith at least once 
in every week or be deemed to have relapsed 
into Judaism. They are also in every in- 
stance to make a recantation oftheir Jewish 
belief before baptism and to be kept on pro- 
bation at least six months. All those who 
relapse must be reported to the civil authori- 
ties for punishment. 


Panic in Paris Averted. - 


PARIS, March 13.—The newspapérs of this 
city highly praise the action of the Bank of 
France in coming to the relief of the Societe 
des Depots de Comptes Courants. It is be- 
Heved thatthe bank’s action has definitely 
averted the possibility of what may have 
been an impending panic. 


Prince Jerome Napoleon Dying. 
ROME, March i8.—Prince Napoleon passed a 
bad night. He is delirous and his death is be- 
lieved tobe imminent.

RELL AND MOORE FOR THEIR COURSE. 


Vopular Enthusiasm Over the Election of 
Palmer—A Cleveland Movement 
Watterson Pretends to Be Angry— 
Senator Walthall Nota Candidate for 
Re-Election.

THE STREETER-TAUBENECK MANIFESTO. 

Streeter and Taubeneck last. night issued 
their manifesto to the F. M. B. A., 
attacking the course of Cockrell and 
Moore in voting for Palmer. The 
document failed to create even a ripple 
of excitement and was éxceedingly stale and 
uninteresting in its matter. In reality it is 
more of a defense of Sstreeter from 
the 7... oa. oa A. charges of 
having pledged his body and soul to 
the Republicans than anything else. It can 
be aptly described as à post-mortem effort of 
the old political ‘‘tiddledy-winks’’ to flop 
back into the Alliance fold from which he 
was flipped by the finger of ‘‘Long’’ Jones. 
The manifesto reviews at tiresome length the 
history of the senatorial fight and Streeter’s 
connection with it, and contains little but 
what has already been published time and 
time again. Its vital point is the assauit 
made upon Moore and Cockrell for their re- 
volt from Streeter on Monday last 
and the attempt to impugn their po- 
litical honesty by discrediting the published 
accounts of Cockrell’s conference with Sena- 
tor H. H. Evans in Ohicago last Saturday. 
In that connection the manifesto contains 
what is intended to be a startling card from 
Evans branding nearly entire story as a 
fabrication, and stat that to his knowl- 
edge Streeter had made no pledges to the Re- 
publicans inconsistent with his integrity as 
an independent candidate. 

Even that climaxof the manifesto is sec- 
ond-hand news, for Tuesday, March 10, the 
day before Cockrelk and Moore voted 
to elect Gen. Palmer to the United 
States Senate, the Post-DISPATCH 
published an interview with Senator Evans, 
in which he denied the main points of the 
story of his Chicago conference with Cockrell, 
and stated that all he did was to ask Cockrell 
if, in the event of the 10 Republicans voting 
solid for Streeter, he, Cockrell, would vote to 
elect him. It wason that critical question 
that Cockrell, under pressure from his F. M. 
B. A. constituents, weakened, and it was 
Senator Evans’ virtual offer to vote for 
Streeter if his vote would elect him, that 
precipitated the indedependent revolt of 
Monday. In the same interview Evans 
said that he had not promised to 
furnish Cockrell with proofs of Streeter’s 
pledges to the Republicans, because ‘‘Cock- 
rell knew justas well as he did just what 
pledges Streeter had given.’’ 

STREETER’S ‘‘UNSPOKEN SPEECH.’’ 

The ‘‘unspoken speech’’ of poor old 
Streeter, wherein he was to perform his un- 
rivalled bareback act of riding the Republi- 
can and Independent horses simultaneously 
at the moment of his election to the J/nited 
States Senate, comes in for considerable 
space in the gfaveyard wall of Streeter and 
Taubeneck. Its discussion, however, 
simply shows that the great ‘‘strad- 
die speech is largely responsible for 
the F. M. B. A. repudiation of Streeter at the 
last moment, and illustrates the political 
peril attending such efforts. The manifesto 
asa whole should rather strengthen Moore 
and Cockrell with their constituents. It is 
strangely lacking in the sensational element 
of the charges that Taubeneck threatened to 
bring against his two fellow-Independents, 
and leaves Streeter and Taubeneck stranded 
high and dry on the cOmpromise sandbar 
from which the former shouted his 
pledges to two conflicting parties at 
the same time. Taubeneck is claim 
ing, in private conversation, that money 
was used toward the close of the Senatorial 
fight, and that he was approached by Demo- 
crats with a request to name his price for 
voting for Palmer. The story is laughed at 
by all and receives no credence whatever. 

Popular enthusiasm over Gen. Palmer’s 
election continues unabated, and telegrams 
of congratulation poured in upon the old 
Democratic war-horse yesterday, while dele- 
gations ofadmirers from various points vis- 
ited him to congratulate him in person. 
Among them was a delegation of East St. 
Louis business men, composed of 
W. J. Broderick, T. J. Daniel and A. IL. 
Keechler, who last night presented Gen. Pal- 
mer,inthe nameof the live stock commis- 
sion merchants of East St. Louis, with a 
handsome hat - rack, made of the polished 
horns of Texas cattle in a horse-shoe setting 
of heavy red plush. The presentation speech 
was made by W. J. Broderick and Senator- 
elect Paimer responded in acordial expres- 
sion of gratitude tothe Democratsof East St. 
Louis and St. Clair County for their support, 
and to the merchants presenting 
the testimonial. Senator-elect Pal- 
mer spent yesterday at his 
home receiving the hundreds of callers. He 
has-been forced to decline invitations to the 
Cook County banquet arranged for to-night, 
as also invitations to attend receptions at 
Milwaukee and Indianapolis, owing to the 
demand of his private business.

THE SOLYMOSIS CASE. 


Disappearance of Rosa Kohlmeyer, the 
Supposed Key to the Mystery. 

New Tonk, March 13.—Rosa Kohlmeyer has 
disappeared. She is the young Hungarian 
girl who has been repeatedly identified as 
Esther Solymosis, the victim of the Jews at 
Lisga Eszlar. She left her home, Coroner 
Levy’s residence, Wednesday morn- 
ing and nothing has been seen 
of her since. As she took no extra clothes 
with her it is thought she has only gone away 
to escape annoyance. Many are convinced 
that Rosa is Esther Solymosis, since a test 
has been made of the positiveness of those 
who identified her as Esther. The Coroner 
went to the house of the girls who claimed to 
know herandtold them Esther had been ar- 
rested in Austria. The girls said it was a lie 
and said they would take a solemn oath that 
the woman they claimed to be Esther Soly- 
mosis was that individual. The Coroner is 
now convinced his young boarder is the mys- 
terious Hungarian girl and has begun a search 
for her.

HORRORS OF WAR. 


A Terrible Disaster During the Bom- 
bardment of Port Coronel. 


TWO HUNDRED PERSONS KILLED IN THE 
RAILROAD STATION. 
— 

Fierce Engagements Between the Govern- 
ment Troops and the Rebel Forces— 
The Latter Defeated in a Bloody Bat- 
tle at Pisaguay—Balmaceda’s Family 
Safe in Argentine, . 


New Tonk, March 18.—Under date of Feb. 
12, the following advices have been received 
from Santiago, Chili: 

A bloody battle has been fought at Pisaguay. 
The rebels were defeated, however, having 
forty kilied and thirty-four wounded. Their 
commander, Col. Salvador Vergader, was 
seriously wounded, but was carried away by 
his soldiers. The Governor continues to 
exile all persons who are im any way inclined 
toward the rebels, Both natives and foreign- 
ers are suffering. Several German and En- 
glish merchants have been given thirty-six 
hours in which to leave the country 
forever. A perfect surprise, to say the least, 
has been the decree ot the Government ex- 
pelling from the country the representative 
ofa foreign nation—the ,Oonsul of Austria at 
Valparaiso. The Consul, it seems, was v 
much inclined toward the rebels, and in 
unguardea moment stated his feelings and 
opinion of Balmaceda to à friend.

The people fied to the heights for safety, 
while some took refuge in the railroad sta- 
tion. The bombardment continued amid the 
screaming of women and children and the 
imprecations of men, when suddenly a shot 
struck the railroad station. This 
was followed by several others and 
before anybody could escape the roof 
and the next wall fell in, burying over 
two hundred men, women and children 
in the ruins. The firing continued and this, 
added to the cries of the dying, caused the 
commander to surrender tothecruiser, As 
soon as word was sent to the cruiser the sur- 
geons of the ship with a detachment of mar- 
ines were sent to help clearup the wreck 
and lend assistance to the wounded. Sixty- 
seven dead bodies were taken out and about 
one hundred persons were more or less in-

. BLOCKADE OF VALPARAISO. . 

The blockade of ValparaisoJjs beginning to 
tell. Provisions are scarce- and expensive, 
The two cruisers which are now blockading 
the port keep up an incessant vi and 
nothing can get in or out. A fire is 
kept up which is far more fatal than 
a bombardment, The commandant of 
the city will try to dislodge the enemy by 
means of a midnight attack with torpedo 
boats of which the, Government has several 
here.

The Government forces thereupon 
marshalled in all fifty revolutionary prisoners 
and put them to death. 

STRENGTH OF THE ARMY. 

The War Department to-day made public 
the strength ofthe army. The G nt 
has now ready for the fleld 80,000 fully armed 
and equipped men. The has been di- 
vided into seven sections, with the Minister 
of War as Commander-in-Ohief. The greatest 
difficulty the Department hasis the convey- 
ing of supplies and troops from one place to 
another. This is impossible by water as the 
rebel navy is in full control of the sea and 
constantly watches all craft which pass by.

THE SOUTHERN FLOODS. 


Many ofthe Levees Weakened—The Sun- 
flower Break. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 13.—Maj. J. F. Dab 
ney, Chief Engineer of the Levee Board of 
the district in which the new Robinson Levee, 
which gave way yesterday, is situated, was 
in the city last night, having come direct 
from the crevasse to Memphis. In conversa- 
tion he said toa reporter: The break is 17 
feet wide, and the water is running through 
it about 6 feet deep, or was when I 
left there. The levee was cut or 
blown up without doubt. It was one of the 
finest and most substantial in the district. It 
was built two yearsago by the Government 
and the Levee Board jointly, and stood 
the long strain of last year without showing 
any evidences of weakening when the water 
was very nearthetop. On Wednesday it was 
intact. Contractor Vantilberger passed over 
it. At the time there was no suggestion of 
danger. The water was 4 feet below the top 
of the levee, and there was 34 feet of solid 
earth at the water line. In fact, 
the present stage of the water in front of the 
levees is such that no special precautions 
were considered necessary, and no apprehen- 
sions were felt. Thirty or forty laborers. on a 
contract were turned loose without their pay 
recently, and they were heard to make 
threats of getting even. They said they 
would walk the levee until they ‘‘got even,’’ 
to use their own language. It is surmised 
that some of these miscreants exploded a 
dynamite cartridge where it would do the 
damage. I do not apprehend much damage.’’

Another reason advanced as to why the jury 
was locked up was that there was a large 
crowd gathered inthe neighborhood, and 
that some violence might occurifthe case 
went contrary to public sentiment. One of 
the jurors, Franchet, wassick last night 
but he was prescribed for and this morning 
he was better. It was naturally expected 
that a prompt verdict would come from the 
jury-room, but it did not, and it seems now 
that the twelve men are hung. 
They remained up all last night 
and discussed the evidence and 
only went to bed at 20’clock, at which hour 
they had not agreed,and when court met 
this morning they are still as 
far from a conclusion as they 
have ever been. Judge Baker and the court 
officials as well as attorneys on both sides 
were on hand promptly and  every- 
body is waiting for the verdict. In 
order to guard against an outbreak 
instructions were issued not to allow the 
public to come into the court-room, and only 
parties directiy at interest, with representa- 
tives of the press, were admitted, Two mes- 
sages have been sentto the jury-room, but 
the answer was returned each time that the 
jury was not ready to report. The prisoners 
were not brought to court.

MILL GIRLS ON.A STRIKE.

They came in response to a circular issued by 
the 600 locked-out girls in Mill No.8 ofthe 
Clark Thread Works.

The men who are interested in the Inde- 
pendent movement are confident in the be- 
lief that since they have taken every step 
necessary to give their nomineesa place up- 
on the official ballot, they have a right to ex- 
pect that the six names of that ticket will be 
grouped under a distinctive heading just as 
the nominees of the Democrat or Republican 
party. They arguelthatit was the spirit 
and intention of the Australian law to enable 
a prescribed number of citizens, under rea- 
sonable safeguards as to sincerity, to place 
candidates of their choice before the people; 
and that it would be contrary to that spirit to 
deny them the same conspicuity and the 
same certainty of distinction that is given 
other nominees, Suppose, they argue, that 
twelve or fifteen thousand voters unite in 
naming candidates for Judges of the Circuit 
Court, and file their certificate of 
nomination at the same time that 
a Democratic or Republican convention, 
representing only half as many voters, 
presents the names of its chosen candidates. 
Would there be any justice in giving the con- 
vention nominess a distinctive place on the 
ballot, under a headline descriptive of the 
party, while denying to the 15,000 voters, who 
were not in convention, the right to have 
their candidates grouped under a caption of 
their own? 

Believing that there could be no reasonable 
ground for the latter position, a number of 
the active advocates of the Independent 
ticket requested Mr. F. R. O’Neil to wait upon 
Recorder Carlisle and totake whatever steps 
might be found necessary to give the Inde- 
pendents a representation on the ballot of 
advantage equalto that given any other or- 
ganization. 

: MR. CARLISLE’S POSITION. 

Mr. O’Neil waited upon Mr. Carlisle this 
morning, and the Recorder stated that while 
he was determined to be absolutely im- 
partial in the performance of all his 
duties, he felt that he must be governed by 
the precedent already established by Re- 
corder Williams, who had determined that 
all nominees other than those chosen by 
party conventions must be classed under the 
common and general head of Nominated by 
Electors. Mr. Carlisle said further, how- 
ever, that he would be glad to have a judicial 
interpretation of the law on this point 
and readily accepted the propositiq that an 
agreed case be at once made up and submit- 
ted toany court of competent jurisdiction. 
Ifsuch a case were instituted, he said, he 
would make no effort at delay, and would 
make prompt answer to the petition. Ac- 
cordingly papers are now in process of prepa- 
ration, and an agreed case will probably be 
instituted to-morrow morning. 

Mr. O’Nelil said this morning that the test 
case would be taken into the Court of Ap- 
peals if that court had jurisdiction,a point 
about which there is some doubt. As Record - 
er Cartisle does not intend to appeal in case 
of an adverse decision the Independents will 
appeal to the highest local court they can 
reach. Ifthe Court of Appeals has no juris- 
diction the Circuit Court certainly has. 

FRANTIC EFFORTS TO OBSTRUCT. 

The Republicans are saying that the Inde- 
pendent movement is dead, but they are 
fighting it at every turn. They will apply to 
Recorder Carlisle for an opinion that no name 
can be onthe ballot twice, and if a candidate 
is on the Independent ticket he 
cannot appear on the ballot also 
as a Republican nominee. The proposition is 
a foolish one, particularly so in viewof the 
fact that last fall they paid the Union Labor 
party toindorse some of their candidates, 
whose names appeared on the 
ballot twice, and under both 
headings, but one wing of the Republican 
party recognizes that its only chance to elect 
any Councilmen is to nominate the Inde- 
pendent Republicans, and the other wing op- 
poses the nomination of any Independents 
atall. The leaders of the latter section want 
the opinion from the Recorder to spring it in 
convention to-morrow as a reason why the 
Independents should not be nominated. This 
is an example of the manner in which the old 
parties are working, trying to use 
the Recorder to embarrass the Inde- 
pendents. And while this is goingon the 
Union Labor leaders are contemplating the

NO FEAR OF A PANIC. 


The New York Stock Market in No Danger 
of a Disastrous Depression. 


In reference to the financial situation in New 
York, Henry J. Meyer, a Wall street broker, 
who is at the Southern, said: No one who 18 
at all familiar with the status of affairs has 
the least fear of anything likea panic. All 
the conditions requisite to a disastrous fall 
in prices are absent. Business in commer: 
cial circles is good, there is no great amount 
of stock likely to be thrown upon the market, 
and financiers are not generally engaged in 
hazardous undertakings which would require 
large sums of money, to obtain which it would 
be necessary to sacrifice stocks and bonds. 
The troubles of last year andthe early part 
of this had the effect of causing very general 
liquidation, and as a result there are not 
nearly so many people in a position to get 
caught as is usually the case. Therefore the 
recent decline in stocks has not given rise to 
any great degree of anxiety. The bank 
statements for the last two weeks have been 
unfavorable, but this is owing rather to the 
fact that a great deal of money has been sent 
to the interior than to an undue demand in 
New Tork. This money will come back soon, 
and inthe meantime, there is plenty for the 
needs of the financial world. Some are in- 
clined: to be frightened at the disturbed 
condition of the foreign stock market, pre- 
dicting that the fall in many securities in 
England would produce the same effect in 
this country that the panic in Argentines 
dia. Those who take thisview of the matter 
fail to recognize — — conditions now 

and then are . tifferent,. 


A urities, and as soon as the 
hol@<s8 Were pressed for money they threw 
“mem on the market. The English were not 
in a position to buy them, and they had to 
be disposed of in this country at 
a season when there was an unusual demand 
for money. The consequence was a disas- 
trous break, sucha breakas is not possible 
now. As matters stand at present the En- 
glish have gotten rid of all their superfluous 
American stocksand bonds, and when they 
require money cannot obtain it by dumping 
American stocks on the market. Our stocks 
are more generally held at home than at any 
time during the last fifteen years, and the 
manner in which suchan amount of stock 
was taken up In this country astonished even 
those who-4#were most optimistic in regard to 
the financial status of this country. As we 
are situated at present a break in the London 
market may cause a decline here, but there 
can be no panic, and no one need fear such a 


thing.

THE KING-POSTON TRAGEDY. 


Col. H. Clay King Persists in His Refusal 
to Make a Statement. 

MemPpnuis, Tenn,, March 18.--Col. H. Clay 
King has refused to make any .statements 
whatever concerning his case and all of the 
members of his family have taken 
the same position. The Bar Asso- 
ciation meets to-day to make arrangements 
for the funeral of Mr. Poston. King has two 
chancery lawyers, but so far has been unable 
to secure the services Of a criminal practition- 
er,nearly all of the lawyers asserting that they 
will under no circumstances take his case. 
Until this last affair the extent of King’s un- 
popularity was not, really known. Now it 
seems that he had but very few friends. He 
was an able man and a brave 
soldier, but his reserve ang haughtiness re- 
pelled many persons, ton had a good 
war record and a large legal practice. He 
wasthe oldest of twelve children, and the 
firstto die. His mother still lives, and is 
89 years of age. The interest or excitement 
in the case has increased rather than abated, 
and telegrams of condolence are coming from 
all over the State. At the hour to-day that 
Poston is buried, it is probable that the 
grand jury will return an indictment against 
King. There will be but little delay in this 
case, and the progress of the legal proceed- 
ings will be rapid.

Hesaid no one died 
except in thought, and wound up dy telling 
his congregation he would never 
die, he was Christ the son of 
God. At the Brack residence yesterday 
Mr. Brack denied that Mrs. Brack was going 
or had gone with the minister, whose mind 
was deranged from overwork. The congre- 
gation wanted him to take a rest and had re- 
moved him from the pulpit temporarily.

THEY FIGHT TO-NIGHT BEFORE THE 
CALIFORNIA ATHLETIC CLUB. 


Johnny Daly Stops Six Men at Hot 
Springs—Jack Burke Knocked Out by 
Ted Pritchard—Racing, Base Ball and 
Other Sporting News. 


Jake Kilrain and George Godfrey fight to- 
night before the California Athletic Club of 
San Francisco and with the exception of the 
late fizzle between LaBlanche and Young 
Mitchell it will be the only match that has 
taken placeinthe roomsof the club since 
the courts decided that the glove contests 
could be held there. Much interest 
is taken in the fight allover the country. It 
means a great deal to Kilrain. If he is de- 
feated his careerasa pugilist is practically 
at an end, for it classes him asa third or 
fourth rate fighter, and he will drop out of 
sight. He will never again be able to get on 
amatch with the more prominent pugilists, 
and if he does any fighting it will be for small 
purses or stakes with inferior men. With all 
this at stake the Baltimorean 
is bound to make the effort of his life to win 
to-night. It is the general opinion too that 
he will win, and he certainly should be able 
to vanquish the Boston negro. Godfreygs a 
pretty clever sparrer and fighter at that, but 
he is not a great one. He ig not 
to be mentioned in the same breath 
with Sullivan, Slavin, Jackson and Corbett. 
Joe Lannon,Ed Smith and other fair men have 
gone down before Godfrey’s superior skill,and 
he fought Peter Jackson for twenty-seven 
rounds. It is alleged that he showed the 
white feather then before he was really 
whipped, although from the start he had no 
chance with the black Australian. Like all 
fighters of his color, Godfrey’s gameness is 
questioned by the general public, but he has 
many admirers among white pugilists, who 
think he will win to-night’s mill. Kilrain is 
ruling favorite in the betting at San 
Francisco at odds of $100 to $70, and 
nearly all the St. Louis exponents of the 
manly art expect to see him come out of the 
contest a winner. If he does not he ig far 
from being the man he has been credited with 
being. Tom Kelly. all of the Daly brothers, 
the St. Joe Kid and Owen Maloney are all of 
the opinion that Kilrain will win the battle. 


PRITCHARD DEFEATS BURKE. 

Ted Pritchard’s easy defeatof Jack Burke 
last night for the middle-weight champion- 
ship of England, shows the former to be a 
remarkable fighter in his class.
